QENERAL INFORMATION 



DESCRIPTION 

The line of Perforated Sheets we are proud to offer, 
is undoubtedly one of greatest variety. The patterns are 
of unusual beauty, great originality and exclusive ap- 
pearance not found elsewhere. The 27 widely different 
patterns shown herein are those available from stock- 

MATERIALS 

Our Perforated Sheets are made of high grade sheet 
steel insuring clean surfaces that can readily be finished 
either in paint, enamel or plating. 

From mill, we can furnish all patterns in non-ferrous 
metals, such as Brass, Copper, Bronze and Zinc. 

THICKNESS 

All of the Perforated Sheets shown in this issue are 
carried in 19 Gauge Thickness. Where gauge is used 
in these pages it is Birmingham Wire Gauge. 

From mill we can supply steel sheets in a greater range 
of thicknesses, generally from %" to 25 gauge, depend- 
ing upon style selected. 

SIZES AND SHAPES 

All Perforated Sheets are furnished from stock measur- 
ing 39x79 inches with exception of Panel P 2000. This 
large size sheet permits economical cutting to desired 
dimensions. We have facilities in our Warehouses for 
cutting to size, which those without equipment may 
avail themselves of. 

From mill we are prepared to deliver sheets, panels, or 
irregular shapes in any size up to 48 x 100 inches, 
with and without border. When inquiring for panels 
or shapes, use instructions under heading of Specifications. 

FINISH 

Perforated Sheets are supplied from stock in the natural 
iron slightly coated with oil to insure against corrosion 
in transit. After removal of the oil, they can be painted, 
enameled, sprayed or plated in any desired color. At- 
tractive effects can be had with the Embossed Patterns 
in multitone finishes and Half-Polished Steel effects. 

From mill we furnish Steel Sheets in the same manner 
as from warehouses. Brass, Copper and Bronze can be 
had either in brushed, dull, polished, nickeled or oxidized.

The use of outside bars readily solves the technical problem introducing also a decorative note ot varied 
effects. Plain, hand-hammered or ornamented bars can be used to good advantage. 

While reinforcement in back of grille may require a little study, the examples given show how every 
arising situation may be met. In open work patterns a stiffening bar returned and securely fastened to the 
frame is spaced by washers any desired distance from the sheet thereby making the reinforcement practically 
invisible. r . Q 

Rivet or Screw Fastening can be made decorative by the use of large or small rosettes trom Catalog 18
